Parents have the exciting and daunting challenge of shaping the 
lives of their children. While on vacation, I visited my sister Becky and 
her husband who have six children, ages 7 to 16. We talked about their 
goal of raising good kids. 

Recently they bought an old ice cream shop so that they could run a 
family business. The goal is to have a good place where they can be 
with their children as they learn how to work and relate with the 
public. Becky said that one day Ty who is fourteen came home from 
work and whined, "I am so tired of being kind to people. " He is being 
trained in charity. Is there anything more central to growing up than 
learning how to be kind to every customer who walks in the door, or 
to be patient with brothers and sisters who get on your nerves? 

One of the main goals of the Church is to build good people. We 
want to form people into becoming the best that they can be. That is 
the goal of our Faith Formation program. Why should your children 
come? Why attend as an adult? Not only because it will help you grow 
in faith, but also so that you might mature to the "full stature of Christ" 
(Eph. 4:13). That is the goal of Christianity. We want people to be fully 
mature - especially in the virtues of charity, kindness, patience, 
chastity, etc. 

This year we will invite adults to sessions on the Theology of the 
Body which is based on a series of talks given by Pope John Paul II. 
Have you ever taken time to learn about who you are according to 
God's creation? The curriculum will look at the creation account in 
Genesis 1-2, as well as other Scripture passages that address the 
relationship between man and woman. We will reflect on how sin has 
affected us, and how our hearts are wounded because of sin. Finally, 
in light of the redemption of Christ, we will learn how those wounds 
can be healed. 

It will be a time to grow in your understanding of the creation of 
man/woman, the effects of sin, and gifts that flow from redemption. In 
addition, each session will include a lesson on prayer. You will be 
introduced to prayers which will help you deepen your relationship 
with God. Why study Theology of the Body? It will challenge us to be 

the best we can be, the people God created us to be.fully mature in 

Christ. Adults of all ages will find the material engaging and healing. 

In particular, this year's curriculum will benefit parents. Next year 
(2013-2014), the same topic will be covered with middle school and 
high school youth. So parents will be fully equipped to discuss the 
material as a family.

Scripture 

• He got up, ate, and drank; then strengthened by 
that food, he walked forty days and forty nights 
to the mountain of God, (1 Kings 19:7,8) 

• Taste and see how good the Lord is; blessed the 
man who takes refuge in him. (Psalm 32:9) 

• And be kind to one another, compassionate, 
forgiving one another as God has forgiven you in 
Christ. (Ephesians 4:32) 

• I am the living bread that came down from 
heaven; whoever eats this bread will live forever; 
and the bread that I will give is my flesh for the 
life of the world." (John 6:51) 

Reflection 

• Who gives Elijah strength for his spiritual 
journey? Is this an inner journey? 

• Does the Psalmist literally mean "taste and see" 
or is this metaphor for entering into the spiritual 
journey? How do you "take refuge" in God? 

• Is being compassionate and loving each other a 
way to consume (enter) Christ? 

• Is consuming Jesus, "the living bread," and "life 
of the world" both in the Eucharist and caring for 
others, the way to enter the eternal life that is 
God? 

Jesus gave this act of oblation an enduring presence 
through his institution of the Eucharist at the Last Supper. 
He anticipated his death and resurrection by giving his 
disciples, in the bread and wine, his very self, his body 
and blood as the new manna (cf. Jn 6:31-33). The ancient 
world had dimly perceived that man's real food—what 
truly nourishes him as man—is ultimately the Log os, 
eternal wisdom: this same Logos now truly becomes food 
for us—as love. The Eucharist draws us into Jesus' act of 
self-oblation. More than just statically receiving the 
incarnate Logos , we enter into the very dynamic of his 
self-giving. The imagery of marriage between God and 
Israel is now realized in a way previously inconceivable: 
it had meant standing in God's presence, but now it 
becomes union with God through sharing in Jesus' self¬ 
gift, sharing in his body and blood. The sacramental 
"mysticism", grounded in God's condescension towards 
us, operates at a radically different level and lifts us to far 
greater heights than anything that any human mystical 
elevation could ever accomplish. 1

In his famous "Letter from Birmingham Jail" in 1963, 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. boldly said, "The goal of 
America is freedom."
